gome of the Reasons Why tlie Practice I* 


a Proper One. 


Tho rainfall at times is greatly In 


excess of the wants ol vegetation; at 
others much short of the demands of 
agriculture. The question is how to 
preserve the surplus in cxcosivcly wet 
times to help out in excessively dry 
_ 


times. Tho surplus that falls on all 
the higher land runs with greater or 
less speed into tho swamps and bogs 
loaded with such movable vegetable' 
matter as it may have come in contact 
with in passing over the surface. 
It in 


this way not only robs the soil of needed 
fertilizing substanco, but accumulates 
in swamps and sloughs, a mass of 
vegetable matter which, heated by the 
suu, 
produces in abundance the very 


seeds of death. 
And then it may 


chance that just at the times when 
water and moisture are most needed 
ihese swamps and slonglis will contain 
nothing but a foul and odorous mass of 
tilth that will make them pests in tho 
neighborhood. Would it not be better 
to dig, aud dig deep for water than de- 
peiuf upon such sources, evon though 
it might be necessary to tap tho foun- 
tains'that lie hidden in the subterranean 
rocks? 


The extra expense of such digging 


would be morn than met by the pro- 
ducts of the swamps and waste places 
brought into cultivation by drainage, 
aside'from tho gain to health and come- 
liness oE tho country. 
In favor of 


drainage, it may be assumed, first, that 
tlio capacity of a given quantity of .soil 
to absorb and retain water or tho rain- 
fall will depend upon its porosity or 
mellowness and the absence of water 
or moisture therein. Second, ns cor- 
ollary to the above, that tlie greater 
the depth of thi.s porosity tho greater 
the quantity of water that will be ab- 
sorbed andVctiiinud by a given portion 
of the soil, and tho less in proportion 
will be the evaporation from the suu's 
heat. Third, that if at the base of this 
bed of porous soil the water has free 
ogress the soil will not retain moisture 
in excess of what is necessary for 
healthy plant growth. Fourth, that if 
the rainfall is taken up by this bed of 
porous soil and the water compelled to 
percolate through it a distance of three 
or four feet to an undcrdmin, and then 
only the surplus, or that which the soil 
i 
1 an" not retain, passes into tlie drain, 
this water will not coutribulo largely 
toward making a flood. 


These conditions are secured by thor- 


ough tile-drainage, and therefore such 
svstem of drainage docs nut, J think, 
tend to promote Hoods, nor diminish 
the quantity of moisture in the soil, but 
has the opposite ell'cet. The true thoo- 
rv of tile drainage is that by it the rain- 
fall, or the greatest possible amount of 
it. is made to penetrate the suil just 
where it falls. In this there arc various 
advantages, such as uniform distribu- 
tion of moisture in the soil; freedom 
from washing on hillsides; non-disturb- 
ance of t'ertili/.ers, and .securing direct- 
ly to the soil and the plant-food thuns- 
iii the bcuelit of such gases as are car- 
ried iu the rainwater anil given out as 
it percolates through the soil. If drain- 
age enables the farmer to plant aud 
sow earlier in spring and till his lands 
better, these two facts alone furnish an 
argumcnt-in its favor hard to answer. 
But tile-drainage also mellows the soil 
— by furnishing ready egress to the sur- 
plus water; by the increased porosity 
secured by the percolation of the water 
through it; aud by promoting tho free 
circulation of tho atmosphere through 
tho soil and thereby adding needed 
.moisture in time of drouth.—'J.'. K. Uu- 
si:n in iV. Y. Tribune.

TRAGEDY AT LOVINGrTON. 


Old Man Biggin KillB His Wife, 


then Shoots Himself. 


The Bodln Found Ijast Night—Cause of 


the Act. 


A double tragedy was discovered last 


night at Lovington, 21 miles iontfa of 
Deoatur on the Midland railway. In the 
dwelling of the chief actor in the tragedy 
waa found the bodies of Charles F. Big- 
gin rind his aged wife, both shot through 
the head, and near by lying the weapon 
used by the old man in taking his own 
life nnd that of his wife.

waa made nt about 8 o'clock last evening, 
and has najtnrally created a great sensa- 
tion. The old mnn waa employed by the 
Illinois Midland company as the pumper 
at the water tank, lie was between G5 
and 70 years of age, and was lnat seen 
alive yesterday forenoon. 


It was believed the aged couple had 


been murdered, but Mr. Biggin left a let- 
ter which told the eorrowtul story of his 
trouble. Abjut a year ago ho lost $1500 
of his hurd-earned savings', in the col- 
lapse ot the private bank at Lovington. 
This money he hud saved up to invest m 
lauda in the west. Ever Bince the bank 
failure Mr. Biggin's mind has been ef- 
fected. People noted the fact, but they 
never imagined that he would do himself 
or his wife injury. He tells ia the letter 
that ho was waary of living, aud would 
end his troubles by killing himself. Ho 
was formerly a constable af Lovington. 


The murderer and suicide leaves three 


grown children, one of whom is in the 
restaurant business at Lovingtorj.

The Preference to b« D«terinlne<l by the 


Circ«mst»nco« Surrounding the Individ- 
ual Case. 
Whether to cook or not to COOK, is a 


question risked ui. The inquirer asks 
with reference to hogs and. cattle. 
It 


depends upon circumstances, to say 
the least. But we do not and should 
not cook food for cattle under any or- 
dinary circumstances. Our practice ia 
to cut the coarse fodder, wet it down, 
and mix with it the grain product that 
we are feeding. We then, place it whore 
it will not be too cold, and permit it to 
lay some twelve hours before feeding; 
and to say the least we derived no bet- 
ter results. As to hogs, the testimony 
is in favor of cooking, though all are 
not agreed to it, 
Jf there are not 


many hogs, it might not be worth 
while to bother with cooking. If feed 
is cheap and plenty the sarpe would be 
true, even if all the benefits that are 
claimed for the system should ensue 
from its adoption. Like everything 
clso that we have, to do, tho judgment 
must bi! brought' to bear after all the 
circumstances arc taken into consider- 
ation. Waldo Urowti (to whom we fre- 
quently refer, because he has had a 
wiilu experience as a general farmer 
and stockman, and is ari intelligent ob- 
server) says that twenty-live years ago 
lie would 'have said that it would pay 
to cook food for swine. But he thinks 
differently now. lie has tried it several 
times, and purchased different appa- 
ratus for cooking. Hut the result with 
him has been to convince him that the 
"ivm i.s not ,siiflic.ient to pay 1'or the e\- 
peiiio and the trouble. His neighbors, 
too, he .-ays, have abandoned the prac- 
tice, and their reason is that "it is too 
much trouble." It will be observed 
that Mr. Brown indirectly admits that 
tlnrc is a gain, but he denies that there 
is gain enough to pay for the trouble. 
We do not think that'he is among the

It is claimed, however, that hogs 
nrn lutyh healthier if fed upon cooked 
food. It will hardly be projitablc to 
take np time and space in discus.sing 
this point, for if hogs an; properly fed 
and cared for they are healthy enough 
if fed upon uncooked food. Some of 
the reasons urged for cooking food in- 
deed do not apply to the hog witk any 
particular force. 
The greater ease 


of tho digestive process, when the food 
is cooked, is among the reasons re- 
ferred lo. Hut the hog is notorious for 
digcntion. His digestion is good. He 
inasticatcs well, and whatever gets into 
his stomach i.s pretty sure to bo appro- 
priated by tho system. 


It is proper to state here that many, 


or at least some who oppose cooking 
food for swino, never cooked. 
They 


have simply softened the food by one 
process or'anothcr, and called it cook- 
ing. It is scarcely necessary to s:u 
that this would not be a fair trial of the 
system, and that it should not be judged 
by what some other system produced. 
We do not cook food for our own hogs 
f.itit we do not condemn the practice by 
any means. In fact it is neither to be 
commended or condemned, without 
knowing all tho circumstances sur- 
rounding tho individual case.
